Washington, January 2.—Efforts 
to break the peace treaty deadlock 
in the senate were renewed today 
@s senators of both parties began 
returning from thelr holiday trips 
preparatory to the 
Monday of congress. 

The only surface developments to 
Indicate the trend of the negotta- 
tions were a number of conferences 
in which both Senator Lodge, of 
Mass#achusetts, the republican lead- 
er, and Senator Hitcheock, of Ne- 
braska, acting leader of! the dem- 
ocrats, were prominent figures, 
though they did not see one anoth- 
er. All of the conferees geclined to 
mo Into details, but they gave an 
impression of hopefulness that the 
day's work had advanced the situa- 
tion toward an agreement. : 
Who should make the first open 
move for a compromise, however, 
continued to be a warmly debated 
‘question, each side apparently ma- 
netivering while the negotiations 
went on under the surface, to force 
the other side to be the first to 
break from its former position. Sen- 
ator Lodge atill maintained that 
any compromise move should come 
from .the democrats, and Senator 
Hitchcock insisted that the initia- 
tive should be taken by the repub- 
licans.

Washington, January 2.—The gov- 
ernment deficit from railroad opera- 
tion during November will be ap- 
proximately $64,500,000, a low rec- 
ord for the year, according to fig- 
ures compiled and made public to- 
night by the bureau of railway 
economics. . Net, operating income 
for the month was estimated to 
have fallen below $20,000,000, which, 
the bureau of economics declared 
to be the lowest in thirty years 
when computed on a basis of per- 
centage of investment. 

Gross revenues for the month are 
estimated at close to $436,000,000. 
This figure is only slightly below 
the high mark of a year ago, but 
the heavy expenses, due in part te 
the coal strike which also reduced 
the revenues, left as net little of 
the operating revenues. wh 

The government's net loss, the 
bureau estimated, on the basis of 
interstate commerce commission fig- 
ures, has reached $548,000,000 in the 
23 months: of railroad operation. 
The bureau placed the loss for 
the 11 months of 1919 at more than 
$331,000,000. 

Another, Drop for December. 

December returns on teh rail Op- 
eration was forecast as bringing an- 
other decline, in a statement issued 
a few days ago by Director Gen+ 
eral Hines, who pointed to the in- 
evitable loss in revenues incident 
to the coal strike.

FOR COLORED HOSPITAL 


Offer Made by Emory 
University Considered 
Big Forward Step in 
Long Cherished Plans 
for “Greater Grady Hos- 
pital.” 


Through the dean of its medical 
faculty, Dr. W. S. Elkin, Emory 
university has proffered to the board 
of trustees of Grady hospital], the 
plant of the Atlanta College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, the hand 
some J. J. Cray clinic, the 
Carnegie Pathological institute, 
and other buildings, valued at 
$500,000, to be used s a negro 


tained by the city, and administered 
by the officers of Grady. The of- 
fer does not provide for a gift of 
the property to Atlanta, but it is 
declared the city will be allowed to 
retain the buildings as long as they 
are used for a negro hospital, and 
under the condition that the faculty 
of Emory university be privileged to 
conduct the medical and surgical 
work in the colored wards. 

The proposal of Dr. Elkin to the 
board of trustees was made follow-. 
ing a recent conference with Super- 
intendent Steve R. Johnston, and at 
the meeting of the board last Tucé- 
day flight, when the matter was 
Drought up formally, a committee of 
three trustees was appointed to take 
the matter before council Monday 
afternoon, 

The acceptance of the Emory uni- 
versity offer would enable Grady 
authorities to remove the 75 or more 
hegro patients, the colored nurses 
and helpers from the main hospital, 
providing room for that many white 


patients, and almost doubling the 
capacity of the present institution: 


For Colored Hospital. 


It is proposed that the big build- 
ing on the corner of Butler and 
Armstrong streets, known as the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
be used for the colored hospital. 
Room is provided there f6r seven 
large wards, offices, laboratories 
and other hospital accessories, mak- 
ing it almost ideal for the purpose. 
This building can be connected with 
Grady by a tunnel under Butler 
street, through which communica- 
tien between the buildings can be 
maintained, and through which 
steam pipes, water connections, etc., 
can be made. 


The Carnegie Pathological insti- 
tute, under the proposal, can be 
used for a home for the staff of 
colored nurses. This building is lo- 
cated directly across the street from 
the main entranace of Grady hos- 
pital, and is in close proximity to 
the main building in which it is 
Proposed to establish the colored 
hospital. 

The J. J. Gray cliftic, located be- 
hind the medical college building 
and facing Armstrong street, is a 
new structure, erected within -the 
past three or four years, contain- 
ing a large clinic, offices, operating 
rooms and laboratories. This fine 
Clinic, it is proposed, shall also 
be used exclusively for colored pa- 
tients. ! 


Largé Plet of Ground. 


In addition to the above buildings, 
there is a large plot of ground in 
the rear, which could be used for 
the construction of garages, or such 
plants and buildings as would be 
needed for the expansion or the 
operation of the hospital. 

Should Atlanta's city fathers de- 
cide to accept the offer and pro- 
vide the funds that will be neces- 
sary fear the preparation and main- 
tenancesef the proposed negro hos- 
pital, fie following items would 
have to be considered. 

About $30.000 for the expense of 
preparing the buildings for occu- 
pancy and the construction of an 
underpass connecting the two in- 
stitutions.

STORY OF OFFICER 
DOUBTED AT FORT 


Second Lieutenant Roger 
Sturgis Declares 
Was Beaten, Robbed of 
$150, and Tossed Out of 
Taxicab.

Authorities at Fort McPherson 
have partially discredited the story 
of Second Lieutenant Roger Sturgis, 
commanding officer of the Fifth di- 
vision headquarters troop at Camp 
Gordon, to the effect that on Thurs- 
day night he was beaten, robbed of 
approximately $150, and thrown 
from a taxicab on the Hightower 
road. 

Lieutenant Sturgis is now a pa- 
tient in the officers’ ward at Foft 
McPherson. Upon examination it 
developed that he was painfully 
hurt about the head and body, hav- 
ing sustained a fractured jaw, lac- 
erations of the face, and several 
painful body bruises. 

Although Lieutenant Sturgis was 
in- too serious a condition to freely 
converse, he was summoned before 
a board of inquiry shortly after 
noon Friday, and it is understood 
that a thorough investigation wil) 
be made of, the matter. 

Lieutenant Sturgis was found at 
5 o’clock Friday morning on the 
front veranda of the yesidence of 
J. A. Wells, 945 Gordon street. He 
says that he ha ddragged himself 
from the place on the Hightower 
road where he had been assaulted 
and robbed. He stated that after 
he had been beaten and robbed eith- 
er by the driver of the taxicab or 
by some other occupant of the car, 
bhe was thrown out-‘on the side of 
the-road and deserted. 

When found onthe porch the of- 
ficer was Bemi-conscious and was 
badly bleeding. After he had been 
carried into the house and put to 
bed, the headquarters of the Atlan- 
ta detachment of provost guards 
was telephoned. 

Private F. D. Young, of the mili- 
tary police, immediately went to 
the Wells home... An ambulance was 
called and the officer was removed 
to the hospital at Fort MePherson, 
where he was given first aid treat- 
ment. Later in the day he under- 
went minor operations. His condi- 
tion is such that he can talk but 
very little of the affair, save for his 4 
assertion that he could identify the 
taxicab in which he received the at- 
tack.

A square deal for labor and equal 
consideration for capital and the 
resultant influence upon production 
promoting the welfare of both 
Classes, formed the principal theme 
of addresses delivered Friday night 
by Mayor Key, Congressman W. D.

P. C. Leathers, presi- 
dent of the council, presided at the 
meeting and introduced the speak- 
ers. 

He briefly outlined the objects oi 
the gathering and presented Mayor 
Key, who described in his address 
the spirit of co-operation, concil‘a- 
tion, contentment and. happiness 
which he gnid abounds in Atlanta at 
present and which he ascribed as 
largely the result of the. position 
organized labor has taken towards 
the city, towards the public and its 
institutions.

former German’ passener ships 
siezed when the United States en- 
tered the war, including the Levia- 
than, the largest vessel afloat; the 
Agamemnon, the George Washing- 
ton and others, which were the pride 
of the German merchant marine, 
were offered for sale today by the 
shipping board. 

Proposals for the purchase of 
the vesselts, which may be filed up 
to January 20, will be received only 
from American buyers and must in- 
clude a pledge to use the ships on 
lines designated by the. shipping 
board. 

Decision of the board to offer 
the former German liners for sale 
was determined principally by the 
cost of reconditioning them for pas- 
senger service, Chairman Bayne said 
in announcing that the vessels were 
for sale. Many of the vessels were 
used by the war department. as 
transports, both before and after 
the armistce, and the cost of refit- 
ting them for passenger service has 
been estimated by shipping board. 
officials at approximately $50,000,- 
000. 

By restricting the sale of the 
ships to American interests and to 
permanent service on designated 
lines, the board expects to accom- 
plish the establishment of its pro- 
posed passenger service program to 
all parts of the world along the 
same lines that would have been 
followed had the board itself put 
the liners into service. 

The vessels of the first-class pas- 
senger type offered for sale are: 
Leviathan, Agamemnon, Mount Ver- 
non, Von Steuben, George Washing- 
ton, Martha Washington (Austrian), 
America, DeKalb, Aeolus, Huron, 
Princess Matoika, Pocahontas, Cal- 
lao, Moccasin, Black Arrow and 
Otsego. Fourteen others of the in- 
termediate type adapted for steer- 
age and cargo, including the Presi- 
dent GGrant, Antigonne, Mercury 


and Amphion, also are offered to 
buyers. 

The ships are to be turned over 
to the successful bidders uwpon pay- 
ment of 25 per cent of the purchase 
price and satisfactory fullfillment 
of the terms of sale.

PACT TO ARBITRATE 
TRADE DIFFERENCES 


Washington, January 2.—An 
agreement to arbitrate commercial 
disputes arising between merchants 
of the United States and Uruguay 
has just been concluded. by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States and the Camara de Comercio 
of Montevideo. Similar agreements 
have been made with Ecuador, Ar- 
gentina and Patama. 

The agreement with Uruguay pro- 
vides for an arbitration committee 
of nine members in each country. 
On the American committee, five 
member’ will be nominated by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States and approved by the Camara 
de Comercio and four will be nomi- 
nated by the Uruguayan organiza- 
tion and approved by the American 
chamber. The personn of these 
committees Will be announced soon 

There will be also named a list 
of official arbitrators in each coun- 
try to contain sixty names, thirty 
of these being selected by each or- 
ganization in the same manner as 
the organizations’ committees are 
chosen. 

When parties at dispute in the 
two countries agree voluntarily to 
arbitrate their differences they may 
select any persons they choose as 
arbitrators. When one party re- 
fuses to arbitrate, the arbitration 
committee selects arbitrators from 


the official list of sixty names.

Well-Known Newspap er 
Man Assumes New Duties © 
in State Capitol. 


C. M. Methvin, one of the tole 
known newspaper men in’ the state, 
editor of The Times-Journal at 
Eastman and one-time president of 
the Georgia Press association; yes- 
terday assumed the dutids of his 
new office as supé¢rintendent of 
State printing, a position created 
by the last general assembly, to 
which he was appointed by the gov- 
ernor, 

For the present. owing to the 
crowded condition of ‘the capitol, 
Mr. Methvin will have an office’in 
the quarters of the department of 


commerce and labor, which was 
kindly extended him by Commis- 
sioner H. M. Stanley. 

Mr. Methvin will have general su- 
pervision under the state printing 
commission of all of the state’s 
printing with the exception of the 
reports of the supreme court and 
court of appeals. He has powe 
to let all printing. contracts amount- 
ing to Jess than $500 without ask- 
ing for comeptitive bids. -The state 
printing: commission ‘remains as be- 
fore, it being composed of the comp- 
troller general, the secretary of 
state and the state treasurer, ex- ~ 
officio. 

The present contract for state 
printing with the C. M. Byrd com- 
pany runs until next August and 
there appears to be nothing in the 
new law that could abrogate that 
contract. .

‘ | A,, B. & A. Road Brings Storm 


| Of Protests From Georgians 
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Such Action Would Mean 
Calamity to Many 
Towns, It Is Stated--Of- 
ficials Oppose Step. 
Look to Congress for 
Necessary Help. 


Publication in Friday morning’s 


_ Constitution of the proposed move- 


ment on the part of certain security 
holders of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic railroad to scrap the 
road ‘has brought forth a storm of 
protest against such action from 
Various part of Georgia that would 


be affected by execution of such a 


' 
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Plan. Corroboration of The Con- 
atitution’s story is found in a state- 
ment issued Friday by Brooks Mor- 


| an, vice president of the road, who 


Says that there is such a plan afoot 
among certain of the security hold- 
ers. Mr. Morgan says, however, 
that the officials of the road are 
Opposed to any such step, and that 
efforts to prevent any such action 
will be vigorously pushed. 

Mr. Morgan stated that the scrap 
Value of the road, that is, proceeds 
from the sale of the real estate, 
rails, motive power, supplies and 
equipment would easily bring $15,- 
000,000. He stated, however, that 
eastern Owners of the income bonds 
and their southern representatives 
believe that congress will put 
through legislation that will not 
only make it possible for the road 
to exist, but will enable ‘it to ex- 
tend its scope of usefulness, and to 
reach Jacksonville as a southern 
terminus. 


Would Be Calamity. 


Statements from sections of the 
state that would be affected by the 
Proposed gale of the property of the 
road as junk are emphatic in their 
assertions that such action would 
be calamitous, and productive of 
great damage to such parts of the 
state. A dispatch from Manches- 
ter, for instance, says “such action 
would deprive us of almost half of 
our population;” and a tejegram re- 
ceived from LaGrange says that the 
Proposed scrapping would “cer- 
tainly ‘be @ great. calamity to La- 
Grange and other towns along the 
Toad'’s route.” “It is earnestly 
hoped,” continues the LaGrange 
communication, “that some, stepa 
‘ean be faken to avert such a ca- 
tastrophe.” 

Mr. Morgan also said that there 
Was an operating deficit for the 
road of $1,600,000 in 1919, and 
that it was true that the road had 
not paid any interest in eighteen 
months on its second mortgage 
bonds, but that thw officers believed 
that they could get the road on its 
financial feet, and would work to- 
ward that -end, since they, as repre- 
sentatives of the owners of a large 
majority of the second mortgage 
bonds, do not wish the road to be 
sold on the open market. 


Other Roads Scrapped. 


H. M. Atkinson, who although no 
longer officially connected with the 
road, was mainly responsible for its 
construction, sald that there didn't 
geem to be a chance to save the 
road from being scrapped “as long 


as the public keeps its present at- 
titude toward railroads and street 
railways and won’t let them have 


. aoe to live and serve the pub- 


Statistics on trolley lines that 
have been scrapped, in past years, 
were shown by Mr. Atkinson, in 
Support of his contention that the 
scrapping of a railroad was no im- 
possibility, and that it had been 
done before. 

B. L. Bugg, federal manager of 
the A., B. & A. and other roads, 
who is slated to be the president 
of the road in question upon its re- 
turn to private ownership, said on 
Friday that he did not feel war- 
ranted to discuss the financial af- 
fairs of the road, because he was 
an official of the government rail- 
road administration, and not official- 
ly connected with the A. B. & A. 
corporation. 

Statement By Morgan. 

The following statement on the 
present condition of the road, and 
the attitude of its officers toward the 
scrapping proposition, was given 
out by Mr. Morgan on Friday: 

“The story in the morning Constli- 
tution with reference to the predic- 
ament of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
& Atlantic railway, the second larg- 
est of the strictly southern roads, 
will no doubt be read with much 
surprise and regret by the people it 
serves in the states of Geor~la and 
Alabama. 

“The A. B. & A. with its lines 
from Birmingham to Bruns-ick, At- 
lanta to Brunswick, and Atlanta to 
Thomasville, Ga., is about 800 miles 
in length. The road has cost its 
owners more than $30,000,000 and the 
tentative value that the interstate 
commerce commission has placed 
thereon was more than $29,000,000. 

“It will doubtless be remembered 
that the road went into the hands 
of Receivers Atkinson and Ark- 
wright about 1912. A little later 
the late E. T. Lamb was made re- 
ceiver. In 1914 and 1915 the court 
wound up the receivership and the 
road was sold, subject to underly- 
ing obligations, for about $16,000,- 
000. The underlying obligation con- 
sisted of receiver's certificates, 
notes and $4,090,000 of first mort- 
gage bonds, practically all of which 
were owned by residents of Geor- 
gia, very large bloeks having been 
owned by several of Atlanta’s most 
prominent families. 

“Under the able administration of 
the late E. T. Lamb the A. B. & A. 
made enough money the first year 
after it came out of the hands of 
the receivers to pay the interest on 
all of its bonds and notes and had a 
small surplus.

“Just before the government took 
over the road arrangements had 
been made to extend the line to 
Jacksonville. Rails*had been bought 
and terminals purchased both at 
Waycross and Jacksonville. The 
company now Owns some of the 
most Valuable terminal property in 
Atlanta, Birmingham, Waycross and 
Jacksonville. 
» “Owing to the fact that the past 
eleven months of operation, under 
government control, shows a loss of 
practically $1,500,000, some of the 
bondholders are getting nervous, 
remembering the bondholders and 
stockholders of the old company not 
only lost a great deal of money, but 
were required to put up additional 
money in order to save the road. 
Some of the southern owners of 
bonds, who have not received any 
interest on their bonds for @ne and 
one-half years, have suggested that 
inasmuch as the scrap Value of the 
road would pay off all the bonds 
and notes and leave a small amount 
for the stockholders, it would be 
better to sell the real estate, rails, 
motive power, supplies and equip- 
ment, which would easily bring 
more than $15,000,000, rather than 
continue to operate at a loss which 
would result in a call upon the 
bondholders for more money in or- 
der to meet payrolls and pay for 
material. 

° Faith in South. 


“The suggestion to send the rail- 
road to the scrap heap, as three 
other Georgia roads have gone in 
the past sixty days, came from some 
of the southern bondholders, who 
have not received any interest on 
their bonds for one and one-half 
years, and who anticipated that un- 
der the increased cost of operation, 
due to extraordinary increase in 
wages, the road would continue to 
lose money at their expense. 

“However, the eastern owners of 
the income bonds, which were is- 
sued at thé time the railroad came 
out of the hands of receivers, have 
great faith in,the south, its people 
and its prospects, and they are de- 
sirous of improving and extending 
the service of the road. They, as- 
sisted by their southern representa- 
tives, of which I am one, will do ev- 
erything possible to continue to op- 
erate the road and thereby continue 
to have it serve its thousands of 
patrons in the south. They are 
hoping that congress’ will put 
through legislation that will make 
it possible not only for the road to 
exist, but that will enable it to 
widen its scope of usefulness and 
to reach Jacksonville, Fla., at which 
point it has beén promised.a large 
amount of tonnage that will be car- 
ried there by certain friendly 
steamship lines. 

“The Tanikini of this important 
railroad would not only deprive 
the south of one of its most impor- 
tant transportation lines, but would 
be a heavy blow, as the wages paid 
out by the line in the states of 
Georgia and Alabama amount to 
more than three million: dollars an- 
nually.” 

TOWN WOULD LOSE 
HALF POPULATION. 

Manchester, Ga., January 2.— 
(Special.)—The report sent out from 
Atlanta on the 2d that there was 
some probability of the A., B. & A. 
railrozd being scrapped created a 
sensation in Manchester, inasmuch 
as this is one of‘the points on the 
above railroad which would be 4f- 
fected most by such action. It 
would result in considerable prop- 
erty loss to the citizens of this sec- 
tion. | 

The A., B. & A. is the only rail- 
road that touches Manchester, 
whose population is now beyond 
three thousand, with property val- 
ues of more than three million dol- 
lars, and if an attempt is made to 
scrap the railroad it will meet with 
vigorous opposition upon the part 
of the citizens and property holders 
of this section. Manchester is 
headquarters of the Birmingham di- 
vision and the railroad shops of the 
division are likewise located here. 
Should ‘the railroad. be scrapped 
such action would deprive us of al- 
most half of the population. 
WOULD BE CALAMITY, 

SAY LAGRANGE LEADERS. 

LaGrange, Ga., January 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The citizens of LaGrange 
were greatly surprised at the article 
appearing in The Constitution this 
morning announcing the fact that 
the security holders of the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic railroad 
system contemplated a liquidation 
of the property, with the idea of 
abandoning the property and ‘sell- 
ing the same as junk. It was 
thought ‘the Birmingham division, 
on which LaGrange is situated, had 
enjoyed a profitable business for 
some time past. 

Fuller FE. Callaway, a very influ- 
ential factor in the construction of 
this railroad, in talking with your 
correspondent, said: “The loss of 
the A.. B. & A. R. R. would cer- 
tainly be a great calamity to La- 
Grange and other towns along its 
route. It is earnestly hoped and 
believed that some steps can be 
taken to avert such a catastrophe.” 

Mayor S. H. Dunson said: “T 
have just read the startling article 
in this morning’s Constitution with 
reference to the move on foot to 
sell the A..

She was 
essentially the poet. She saw beau- 
ty in all things, and she was toler- 
ant of those who did not know it 
or see it. 

This spirit characterized her writ- 
ings whether in prose or poetry, and 
many of her finest productions are 
unpublished, and were written to 
her relatives and friends; to give 
them pleasure and happiness being 
one of her strongest motives in life. 
Though able in mind and spirit un- 
til the day she passed into eternal 
life, she was a fragile flower-like 
little body with eyes which Joel 
Chandler Harris said had in them 
the most heavenly light he had ever 
seen in any eyes, 

Four years ago she was stricken 
with an illness which required that 
she give up the government position 
she had held for years and to dis- 
continue her literary work. 

Maud Andrews Ohl (Mrs. J. K. 
Ohl) was one of her life-long 
friends and admirers, and it was 
after a visit to his office that her 
friend, Frank L. Stanton, wrote the 
above poem to her, as she was leav- 
ing Atianta after her last visit here.

SAYS CHAMP CLARK 


Champ Clark, former speaker of 


the house of representatives and 
veteran representative from Mis- 
sourl, stopped over in Atlanta for 


bérton, where he is to speak under 
the auspices of the Alkahest Lyceum 
bureau. 

_Mr. Clark stated that he predict- 
ed some time ago that the peace 
treaty would be ratified and was 
still of the same opiuion. That it 
would be ratified with satisfactory 
reservations in the very near fu- 
ture was Mr. Clark’s opinion: 

He refused to be quoted regard- 
ing democratic presidential possibil- 
ities for the next term, confining 
himself entitely to generalities. 


Speaks at Valdosta. 

Valdosta, Ga., Januafy ~2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Hon. Champ Clark delivered 
an.address in this city last night at 
the high school auditorium to a fair 
sized audience, his subject being 
“Present Day Problems.” Mr. Clark 
devoted nearly an hour to a dis- 
cussion of congress, immigration, 
bolshevism, etc. He condemned 
both the house and senate railroad 
bills, declaring that nobody knew 
what the Esch bill meant, and 
charactized the Cummins Dill as 
thoroughly bad. He said the latter 
would cause a nation wide strike if 
finally passed. 

The speaker gave utterance to pro- 
nounced views on immigration, de- 
claring that thescharacters and an- 
tecedents of prospective immigrants 
should be investigated on the other 
side of the ocean, and that steps to 
stop undesirable immigration should 
begin before foreigners are allowed 
to put foot on ship for this country. 
He said every immigrant to this 
country should. be required to learn 
and speak our language. 

Mr. Clark referred at some length 
to the failure of the peace treaty in 
congress and to the increased bur- 
loss of prestige to this 
country. America, he declared, has 
gotten nothing out of the war ex- 
cept reputation and a merchant me- 
rine. He favors American ships to 
carry American | trade to all parts 
of the world and is especially de- 
sirous to see this country cultivate 
trade relations with South American 
countries, which are sending nine- 
ty per cent of their business to Eu- 


rope. 

He urged teaching of the 
language in American 
schools as the first step toward in- 
creased business with Latin Ameéri- 
can countries. He said England got 
the lion’s share out of the world war 
and France and England were now 
monopolizing German trade because 
of America’s failure to ratify the 
peace treaty. 

The speaker expressed himself in 
the strongest manner against the 
European proposition to pool the 
expenses of the war, which would 
put the largest share of the burden 
on the United States, declaring. he 
would not vote for it nor any man 
who favored the proposition. 


VERDICT OF SUICIDE

lee Friday morning, who was found 
dead, shot through the head by a 
pistol in his room at 402 Peachtree 
street Thursday noon, returned a 
verdict of suicide. 

Dr. Greenlee was formerly a pro- 
fessor at the Boys’ High schoo! here 
and was a well-known educator, 
having been connected with several 
colleges. He was also at one time 
a minister; and was a graduate phy- 
sician. He was 50 years of age at 
the time of his death. 

‘Appearing as witnesses at the in- 
quest were Mrs. J. W. Coker, who 
conducts. thé, apartment house in 
which. he resided: her 11-year-old 
daughter, Lizzie Sue; J. }. Hum- 
Phries, who entered the room with 
the policemen called to the scene, 
and H’E. Fowler, a former room- 
mate of Dr. Greenlee’s, who stated 
that he had been despdndent re- 
cently, bad health contributing.

Fowler also stated that Dr. Green- 
lee had two sons, one at Harvard 
and another in the United States 
navy.

Cause of Capture 
Claims Joe Webb 


Boy Desperado Says He 
Will Not Try to Escape 
Again Until Weather Is 
Better at Least. 


Joe Webb, 19 years old, convicted 
murderer, was sitting safely in a 
cell at the Fulton county Tower 
Friday afternoon, after his second 
futile attempt to escape from. a 
Georgia chaingang within | sixty 
days. Today he is back on the Ful- 
ton county chaingang, having been 
transferred from the Tower tast 
night. 

And he said that he wasn’t at all 
sorry to be captured again! 

From Webb’s own st6ry, told to 
a Constitution, reporter on: Friday, 
while he basked in the steam;rheat- 
ed warmth of the Tower, it appears 
that the weather man had a large 
share in this particular runaway’s 
capture. 

It was cold and hunger that 
forced young Webb to seek shelter 
from the biting winds on Thursday, 
thus taking the chance that result- 
ed in his capture near Barnesville. 


“Jail isn’t half bad,” said the cap- 
tured man, “after all I[’ve gone 
through in trying to make a get- 
away. Hunger and cold forced me 
to seek shelter, and of course’ | 
knew I would be taking big chances. 
There were times when. Dickerson 
and I were about’starved from the 
scant rations we picked up on the 
way, and the weather was awful. 
We were just about frozen and |} 
didn’t mind capture a bit.” 


Startled City by Escape. 

Webb is the second one recaptur- 
ed of the three convicts who startled 
the city on Tuesday last by their 
melodramatic dash for freedom from 
the Fulton county chaingang. 

Dick Jester, -the first to be re- 
captured, was caught in comic-opera 
style the same afternoon m0 he 
made his escape, when he begged 
for a “lift” of a passing automobi'e 
only to discover too late that the 
car’s occupants were none other 
than Chief Matnieson, of the county 
police, and Deputy Sheriff Gordon 
Hardy. 

Roy Dickerson, the only member 
of the trio now at liberty, is be- 
lieved somewhere near the same lo- 
cality where Webb was captured on 
Thursday, and the Barnesville po- 
lice officials are confident that they 
will have him behind the ‘bars 
shortly. They are. working on the 
theory that he and Webb had only 
separated a few hours before Webb 
was captured, 

When asked by newspaper men 
to tell of the events leading up to 
the daring escape of the deperatc 
trio, Webb declared the plan of

THE PUDDING. 
The pudding was the result of 
man’s first efforts at cooking, and 


it is a long step from the greasy, 
doughy masses of those early cook- 
ing days to the tasty puddings of 
the eighteenth century of Olde Eng- 
lande. 

Almost every nation in the civil- 
ized world cooked a savory mess In 
the cauldron or pot. Porridge, it 
was called. A longed-for nicety in 
the Elizabethan age gave us the 
bag puddings that many of our an- 
cestors were so justly proud of, 

There are two methods of cook- 
ing these puddings on record; one 
was in a basin, bowl and mold, and 
the second in a bag. Hence we 
have the old-time suet puddings, 
buttermilk bag. puddings and many 
other ‘varieties. 

When the pudding is ready to boil 
it is most important to have the 
Saucepan or boiler sufficiently 
large to permit the pudding to 
float. The water should be boiling 
rapidly and then the pudding 
plunged in. The heat should bein- 
creased until the water boils quick- 
ly after the pudding is placed in 
the saucepan. Boil rapidly for the 
allotted time and then lift to a 
large warm plate, unmold and serve 
with the various sauces. 

Many of the old English puddings 
were made to replace meat, while 
the fruit and sweet suet puddings 
are part of the desserts. 

When the pud@ding is ready to 
lift, remove it ffom the boiler and 
quickly dip in cold water. Remove 
the cloth and turn on a hot plat- 
ter. Garnish as desired. Serve with 
the sauce suited to the part it plays 
in the menu.

THE RAIL DILEMMA. 


Statistics made public on the 
first of the year in the reports of 
the Associated Press show with 
startling abruptness that railroads 
in all parts of the United States 
are.on a tohoggan slide, headed for 
certain destruction unless some- 
thing is done at once for their 
relief. 

“Under existing conditions the 
process of scrapping railroads is 
going on at a greater rate than that 
of building. 

Georgia has furnished several 
cases in point. Notable ones are 
those of the Georgia Coast and 
Piedmont, the Georgia and Florita, 
the Augusta Southern, the Way- 
cross and Western,and other short 
lines that have either been fore- 
closed and scrapped during the 
last year or are apparently on the 
way to that fate.

No matter now pending is of 
more pressing or vital importance 
to the whole country; and if this is 
not speedily worked out in a con- 
structive manner, such as will 
start the railroads once more on an 
upward grade, and to building in- 
stead of tearing up roadbeds, the 
whole transportation structure of 
the country is bound to fall down 
like a house of cards. 


DISCREDITING LABOR. 


Because the master plumbers of 
Columbus, refusing to comply with 
a demand by the journeymen for 
an increase of $1.50 for eight hours 
of work, bringing the pay to $9 a 
day, every plumbing, shop in that 
city is In the grip of a strike and 
closed tight. 

The news dispatch announcing 
this strike by the plumbers adds 
that “the coldest weather of the 
winter is now being experienced 
here.” 

In Columbus the master plum- 
bers have contracts with the union- 
ized workers of that craft which 
have until March 1 to run, the 
scale under those contracts calling 
for $7.50 for eight hours’ work. 
And now the journeymen plumbers 
have demanded $9 a\ day, taking | 
advantage of the cold-wave to help | 
them enforce it. 

This sort of thing hurts the cause 
of trade unionism more than any: 
thing else possibly could. | 

In the first place, to deliberately 
break a valid and fair contract is 
not honorable. 

In the second place, to employ a 
physical condition, meteoric or 
Otherwise, out of the ordinary— 
when a cessation of work entails 
general suffering—to aid in the en- 
forcement of compliance with'a de- 
mand such as this is inhumane in 
the extreme. 

Respectable, patriotic, fair-deal- 
ing and right-thinking trades union- 
ism is not going to condone this 
sort pf thing. 

It cannot afford to, even if it 
would; for it could not do so with- 
out forfeiting the confidence and 
respect of the public, without which 
it cannot hope to realize the pur- 
pose for which it exists, -

Muddled Minds Concerning 


Mandates for Ottoman Empire 


By William T./Ellis. | 

Because Armenian sufferers have 
been and are being helped by the 
United States, therefore this country 
is obliged to fall in with all the de- 
sires and ambitions and plans of the 
Armenian politicians for the future 
of a nation yet to be created. In 
particular, America must accept a 
mandate for this still indefinite Ar- 
menia. In other words, having 
rescued the distressed damsel, the 
rescuer is bound to marry her. 

Such is the reasoning of the Ar- 
menians and of.many Americans 
whose philanthropy is more to be 
praised than their perspicuity. In 
consequence we are witnessing a 
widespread and powerful propa- 
ganda to force America to go into 
the Caucasus with a military force 
“to save the remnant of the Armen- 
ians from extermination,” and sub- 
sequently to become mandatory to 
the Armenian republic. 

That this recent bugaboo concern- 
ing the danger of Armenian exter- 
mination is an audacious and sinis- 
ter bit of propaganda, without any 
foundation in fact, will in due time 
be made clear to the public, on the 
basis of reports to Washington by 
American officials. The Armenian 
“patriots” are not the only force be- 
hind this effort to embroll America 
in the messiest situation on the map. 

Taking the Word of the Experts. 

Most Americans have only the 
vaguest conception of where Ar- 
menia is or who the Armenians are. 
Therefore, the country is dependent 
upon the testimony of men who 


know conditions. It is reasonable 
to accept as valid evidence only that 
of American citizens who have con- 
siderable first-hand knowledge of 
conditions in Turkey. Others, like 
Mr. James W. Gerard, whose Zeal 
for an independent Armenia under 
an American mandate reflects other 
qualities than personal experience 
of the Ottoman empire, are likelier 
to inflame prejudice than to impart 
information. 

The public prefers to accept the 
judgment of Ambassador Morgen- 
thau, Presilent Gates, of Robert col- 
lege; President Bliss, of Syrian Pro- 
testant college, Beirut; President 
Patricw, of the American College for 
Women, Constantinopl® his associ- 
ate, Consul General G. Bie Ravndal, 
and the hundreds of other informed 
Americans now dwelling in Turkey, 
or recently resident there. This in- 
cludes the missionaries. 

What the Missionary Says. 

In my own travels this year 
throughout Turkey I failed to find 
a single American who favored a 
mandate for Armenia alone, and I 
found only one who did not approve 
of America’s taking a mandate over 
the entire Turkish empire to recon- 
struct it along lines of autonomous 
government for the various peoples 
involved. That one objector gave as 
his reason the fear that America 
might not be equal to the task, »* 

In Constantinople, before leaving 
for America, I asked a distinguish- 
ed American relief worker, who is 
probably the most careful as he is 
the most famous of American mis- 
sionarles in Turkey, whether he 
knew a single American in that land 
who is not in favor of a comprehen- 
sive mandate for the entire region, 
and he answered, after deliberation, 
“No, I do not know one.” 

Should Ten Per Cent Rule Ninety? 

So arrogant have the Armenian 
agitators become, both in Turkey 
and in America, and so unrestrained 
their attacks upon the motives of all 
who refuse to indorse their schemes 
for entangling America in their 
projects, that there is real danger 
that none of their aspirations may 
be realized. 

The fact that if the Armenians 
were given the territory they ask 
there would be 90 per cent of other 
races, mostly Moslem, under the rule 
of 10 per cent of Armenians, bent 
on vengeance, weighs with persons 
who have old-fashioned ideas about 
the rights of majorities as well as 
of minorities.

There are about 
a quarter of a million who will have 
to be fed and clothed by America 
this winter. They should not be 
made to suffer for the indiscretions 
of their compatriots, who, in -the 
safety and comfort of America, Eu- 
rope, Constantingple, Cairo and else- 
where, play an audacious game of 
politics—although most of them re- 
gard their course as real Armenian 
patriotism. 

Where to Stick the Pins In. 

A few points may be accepted as 
fixed in this Near Eastern situation. 
The first is that the success or fail- 
ure of the war is to be determined 


around the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean, There is to be found today 
the crisis condition of the world. 


Another point is that the partition 
of Turkey among the territory hun- 
European powers will merely 
iF new tivairies and insure, ulti- 
mately, armed strife. 


Another point is that so long as 
Moslems, as Moslems, govern Chris- 
tians, as Christians; so long as 
Christians, as Christians, govern 
Moslems, as Moslems, there will be 
neither justice nor peace in the Near 
Kast.

Another point is that in, accord- 
ance with the American war princi- 


ples each of the little nations within 
what was Turkey is entitled to ulti- 
mate independence, and, in the 
meantime, to the fullest degree of 
autonomy that it can exercise. This 
category includes Turks, Syrians, 
Egyptians, Armenians, Greeks, 
Kurds, Mesopotamians and Arabs. 
Another point is that so long as

St. Sophia, in Constantinople, the 
Christian people of the Levant will 
continue to show their dissatisfac- 
tion in whatever ways are likeliest 
to secure the return of the cross to 
this ancient Christian church. 


Another péint is that America is 
the one nation trusted by the diverse 
peoples of the Near East; to array 


her as a partisan of the Armenians 
in conflict with all the neighboring 
groups would be a blunder of un- 
thinkable proportions. Should Amer- 
ica accept a mandate for the entire 
region ,administering even-handed 
justice to all and preventing re- 
pris and atrocities by both Mos- 
lems and Christians, she would at 
once destroy the imperial power of 
the Turk, thwart the territorial am- 
bitions of greedy European powers 
and enable each racial group to come 
as quickly as possible to real self- 
government. Incidentally she would 
be fulfilling her own manifest des- 
tiny to serve the welfare of the 
weak in the world. 

Already this vital question is lift- 
ed out of the realm of partisan dis- 
cussion and propaganda by the ex- 


istence of two official reports, made 
by accredited American commissions 
which within the last six months 
have traveled all over Turkey. These 
are the reports of the reports of the 
King-Crane commission upon man- 
dates in Turkey, and the general 
harbord commission of American 
military men. Both are on file in 
Washingten. At the*request of Sen- 
ator Knox, the United States senate 
two days before adjournment asked 
the president to send to it the Har- 
bord report. There is equal reason 
why the King-Crane report should 
be given to the nation.

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HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M.D. 


The Purpose of Blood Tranfusion. 
One professional doctor in New 
York has given’fifty quarts of blood 


for transfusion into the veins of 
other persons, for which he has re- 
ceived $1,700, in sixty different 
transfusions, in a period of six and 
one-half years. At the beginning 
he weighed 175 pounds. Six and 
one-half years later he weighed 
201 pounds. Meanwhile he had lost 
his total volume of blood about 
ten times. His hemoglobin, meas- 
ured two months after his last do- 
nation of blood, was 70 per cent, 
whereas the normal is between 90 
and 100 per cent. Otherwise he 
was in good health. 

A healthy donor may safely give 
as much as one-fourth of his total 
volume of blood in transfusion. An 


infant may safely receive from 3 to 
5 ounees of blood from a healthy 
donor. An adult may receive up 
to a quart of blood. 

Blood transfusion is the ideal 
treatment for a person who has 
had a hemorrhage. It not only re- 
places the blood lost in the hemor- 
rhage, but it stops bleeding when 
perhaps no other expedient will 
stop it. Transfusion of a few 
ounces of blood from a healthy 
parent or near relative into the 
veins of a new-born infant have 
saved life in countless cases of un- 
controllable bleeding from the 
navel, mouth, stomach or bowel. 

Transfusion is perhaps the best 
remedy for hemorrhage in hemophi- 
lia (bleeders). 

For severe anemia a transfusion 
of normal blood yields results su- 
perior to any other known treat- 
ment, although the transfusion is 
not a specific or cure. Small 
amounts of blood appear to accom- 
plish about as much in anemia as 
do large amounts. 

In certain cases of extreme de- 
bility from infection, from shock or 
from some grave toxemia or sys- 


temic poisoning incident to disease, 
transfusion will temporarily in- 
crease the patient’s vitality and pos- 
Sibly tide over a crisis or make an 
operation feasible. 


It is essential to determine that 
the donor is absolutely free from 
disease of a communicable nature, 


also to determine that the donor’s 
blood will harmonize with the blood 
of the patient. This latter question 
is settled by mixing a minute quan- 
tity of the donor’s blood with a 
Similar quantity of the patient’s 
blood, and observing the behavior 
of the mixed blood under the mi- 
croscope. If agglutination or hem- 
olysis does not occur in fifteen 
minutes, the donor's blood is safe to 
use. There is no other way of 
knowing whether a given individ- 
‘ual’s blood will prove acceptable in 
|the veins of the patient. This is a 
curious physiological circumstance, 
that the blood of one individual 
may produce destructive changes in 
the blood of another.

TREATED ‘EM ROUGH 
CAP. DETER ADMITS 


New York, January 2.—Army 
prisoners who resisted arrest and 
acted boisterously were roughly 
handled, but never struck, Captain 
Karl W. Detzer, court-martialed for 
alleged brutal treatment of prison- 
ers at Le Mans, France, where he 
commanded a military police com- 
pany, testified today in explaining 
‘his difficulties in maintaining army 
discipline. 

On one occasion he said he broke 
down the door of a hotel room oc- 
cupied by two men charged with 


impersonating military policemen 
and they threatened him py point- 
ing automatic pistols at him, He 
argued them into laying aside their 
guns and arrested them, he added. 
Detzer explained that he did not 
use “parlor methods” in examining 
prisoners, but often shouted at 
them, pointed a menacing finger at 
them and pounded the ‘tabie to 
force them to talk, 

“Il did not feel 1 was doing’ my 
duty in not making them talk,” he 
said, when asked whether he had 
informed prisoners of their consti- 
tutional right not to incriminate 
themselves. 

The captain denied that he had 
ever given the order to-“lift the em- 
bargo” on the rules forbidding the 
beating of prisoners. The expres- 
sion, he asserted, originated with 
Sergeant Hoyt, one of his staff, 
whom he characterized as a nui- 
sance and a considerable source of 
annoyance, but an efficient op- 
erative. 

Detzer told of apprehending a 
gang of American soldiers. whe 
were absent without leave and op- 
erating a “sales commissiary” in 
Mamers of goods’ stolen from 
freight cars. All the allied soldiers 
were barred from Mamers, Captain 
Detzer said, and the Americans with 
their “commissary” were doing a 
big business with the French civil- 
ian population. He said the army 
intelligence department and the bu- 
reau of criminal investigation al- 
pags | kept three plain-clothes men 
in amers.

ARMY OF AGENTS " 
DRIVING AT REDS. 


New York, January 2.—The great- 
est round-up of radicals ever known 
in this country began at 9Y o’clock 
tonight, when an army of agents of 
the department of justice, armed 
With four thousand warrants, simul- 
taneously raided every “red” head- 
Quarters in the principal cities of 
the country. In New York city the 
raids were under the personal su- 
pervision of Chief Fiynn, head of the 
department of justice secret serv- 
ice, and eight hundred warrants 
were issued for the arrest of rau- 
icals in the metropolis. 

Attorney General Palmer person- 
ally directed the great round-up 
trom Washington, which, federal of- 
ficials here stated, had as its def- 
inite aim the ridding of the country 
of every alien who has plotted 
against the American government. 
The raids were specifically direct- 
ed against the communist party and 
the communist labor party. 

The communist party represents 
the advocates of violence and “di- 


tional membership with the names 
of Nicholas Lenine and Leon Trotz- 
ky. In the United States it has 
found its main source of recruits 
among the most ignorant of the 
alien population and its principal 
Strength has been in the congeste& 
districts of New York and  Chi- 
cago. What the communists, who 
take their name from the wild orgy 
of‘ bloodshed and anarchy which 
Paris experienced after the Franco- 
Prussian war, really stands for was 
set forth in a manifesto by Lenine 
which was produced in evidence at 
today’s hearing be*” the Lusk leg- 
islative committee in Rochester. 

This manifesto declared that the 
communists must plan for the dis- 
armament of the “bourgeoise,” the 
arming of the “laborers,” and the 
formation of a red army similar to 
that of the Russian soviet. It de- 
clared that conquest of political 
power should mean not merely a 
change in personnel, but annihila- 
tion of all opponents, 


Even Sunday Schools Formed. 


In the United States the organiza- 

tion of the communist party had 
reached the extent that Sunday 
Schools had been formed in New 
York, Rochester and other cities 
where the children of ‘aliens were 
taught the communist’s doctrines 
and encouraged to ridicule al) reli- 
gious beliefs. Evidence was intro- 
duced before the Lusk committee, 
which for months has been investi- 
ating seditious activities in New 
ork state, to show that a close 
connection existed between the 
American communist organization 
and the bureau maintained in New 
York city by L. A. K. Martens, 
the self-styled ambassador of soviet 
Russia. The growth of the propa- 
ganda spread by the communists in 
the United States was indicated by 
evidence showing that leaflets set- 
ting forth their principles have been 
distributed throughout the country 
at the rate of 200,000 to 500,000 
daily. 
The intimation that radical activi- 
ty in this country had reached the 
Stage of open violence came on 
May day of last ear, when the na- 
tion was shocked by the discovery 
of a country-wide plot to assassinate 
mre than a score of high govern- 
ment officials and prominent eciti- 
zens.

: The Royal Society was founded in 
1753 and election to it, giving the

R, S. after one’s name, is one of the 
most covetd honors in the world. - 
There are ~— 2,500 members of 
the society sc&ttered throughout 
the whole world but most of them 
hail from the British islands or 
other parts of the empire. There 
are only 150 fellows of the Royal 
Society in the United States. 

Proposals for membership must 
be made by three members of the 
society living in Great Britain.»As 
the name indicates the king of 
England is the head of the organ- 
ization and its chief patron. The 
Prince of Wales was within the last 
two months elected to the society. 
Dr. Knight’s name was proposed 
last summer but he did not receive 
his certificate of membership un- 
til Christmas day. | 

Dr. Knight’s career -is too well 
known to Georgians to require any 
account of it here. Scion of a lead- 
ing Georgia family, he was gradu- 
ated from the state university iny 
1888 and later completed his edu- 
cation at Princeton. Entering jour- 
nalism, he was for a long time on 
the staff of The Constitution and 
from 1892 to 1902 served as literary 
editor of this paper.

He is 
the author of a number of books 
dealing with Georgia history, which 
he has made his’ specialty. Two 
years ago Dr. Knight was given the 
honorary degree of doctor of liter- 
ature by his alma mater, the Uni-

Bombs Addressed io Officials. 


The bombs were addressed to 
many cabinet and government offi- 
cials and’ prominent citizens, in- 
cluding Attorney General Palmer, 
Postmaster General Burleson, Unit- 
ed States Judge Landis, of Chicago; 
Secretary of Labor Wilson, John D. 
Rockefeller, 
States Commissioner General of Im- 
migration Caminetti, William 
Woods, of Boston; Governor Sproule, 
of Pennsylvania; John L. Burnett, 
chairman of the house immigration 
committee, and W. J. Shaffer, at- 
torney genera] of Pennsylvania. 

One of the infernal machines, 
which was sent to former Senator 
Thomas Hardwick, of Georgia, when 
opened at his home exploded and 
blew the hands off a negro maid 
and injured Mrs. Hardwick. 

All the bombs found at this time 
were cleverly concealed in small 
collapsible boxes and were wrapped 
with paper, which bore the forged 
name of Gimbel Brothers. 

Following the discovery of these 
bombs the police of the various cit- 
ies throughout the country and 
federal agents launched upon a na- 
tion-wide raid in search of anarch- 
ists, bolshevists and radicals. _Al- 
though a large amount of explosives 
was seized and a number of arrests 
made, the senders of the bombs were 
never apprehended. 


Bomb Attack on Palmer. 


On the night of June 2 the coun- 
try was again startled by the most 
daring bomb outrage,in the history 
of the nation, when the home of 
Attorney General Palmer in Wash- 
ington was wrecked and infernal 
machines were exploded damaging 
the homes of public officials and 
prominent business men. Explo- 
sions occurred in Washington, Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland, Newtonville, Masa., 


and New York city. 

None of the men for whom the 
bombs were intended was hurt, 
but one man, a watchman, was 
killed in New York, several per- 
sons were injured, buildings were 
wrecked and in Washington one of 
the plotters himself was blown to 
pieces when the infernal machine 
intended for Attorney Genera] Pal- 
mer exploded prematurely. 

The explosions were practically 
all accompanied by the scattering 
of anarchistic literature written by 
ersons who were not illiterate. The

The never-to-be-forgotten G. Ed- 
ward Waddell, better known as

Waddell was the only hurler the 
game had who pulled off these phe- 
nomenal stunts under the lengthen- 
ed pitching distance and the only 
hurler who has the achievements 
of such prodigies as Tom Ramsey, 
Mat Kilroy, “Flea” Shaw and “Phe- 
nomenal” Smith approached, and the 
big southpaw had it on these won- 
ders in many ways, for those pitch- 
ers did their stunts under the 60- 
foot distance, while Waddell al- 


ways pitched the 60-foot distance. 
But getting back to this particu- 
lar record of Waddell’s. In his ca- 
reer of twelve seasons in major 
leagues “Rube’

of Waddell, and that is the largest 
scoring ever made against the ec- 
centric ones. The story went the 
rounds some time ago to the effect 
that the Baltimore team, under the 
leadership of John McGraw, mauled 
the offerings of “Rube”. Waddell 
to that extent the blows netted six- 
ty-eight runs in two games played 
during 1901-02. No team ever rep- 
resenting Baltimore, or any other 
team, ever put anything like that 
over on the “Rube.” 

Waddell received his first trial 
in the National league in 1897, 
pitching for Louisville, his initial 
game being hurled September 11 
against the Baltimore club. Wad- 
dell lost by a score of 5 to 1, but 
he pitched a very ereditable game. 
The next time he ran up against 
the Orioles was in 1899, his second 
trial in the big show. Waddell won 
his game in a 12-inning contest, 6 
to 3. When the big southpaw be- 
gan to work for Connie Mack in 
1902 the first -team he bumped Into 
was the Orloles, under the com- 
mand of John McGraw, but there 
was no sign of a batfest unless one 
could call seven hits and as, like 
number of runs slugging a pitcher's 
delivery. “Rube” lost the: game, 7 
to 8. Waddell again met Baltimore 
on July 1, 1902, and on that occa- 
sion he made a record. Baltimore 
sent only twenty-seven men to bat: 
two scratch hits were made and 
the makers were retiréd, one on a 
double play, the other in an at- 
tempt to steal second.

Thie Southpaw 
Clever Pitcher 
But Real Ivory 


Knowlton Used to Carry 
Molasses in One Pocket 
and Slippery Elm in 
Another, But Could 
Sling Wicked Curves. 


By Old Timer. 
Back in thé days when the na- 
tional pastime was rather new the 
game contained some players who 
were green as new-mown hay. A 
left-hander, named Knowlton, who 
won considerable fame while pitch- 
ing for the noted Newark club of 


the greenest specimens the game 
ever had. Knowlton would stand for 


the electric lights, Later, while a 


member of the Toledo team, a rail- 
road, which ran alongside of the 
outfield fence, was a constant source 
of interest to the lad. When he 
heard the whistle of an approach- 
ing train he would dash for the 
fence, climb it and frantically waive 
his cap at the passing train. 

The moment Knowlton stepped 
into the pitcher’s box he was a dif- 
ferent nowlton, for he was ex- 
tremely clever at deceiving batsmen. 
This foxy lad would line one pocket 
with slippery elm bark and in the 
other have molasses. When he want- 
ed to produce a wide, sharp-break- 
ing curve he dipped-his fingers into 
the pocket containing molasses. 
When he wanted to reverse the 
curve he chewed the slippery elm 
and moistned the tips of his fingers, 
this producing a grape-vine curve 
which invariably tied the batsman 
up in a knot when he tried to un- 
ravel it. 

Through these ingenious methods 
Knowlton paved his way to the big 
league and was signed by the fa- 
mous Detroit club of 1887. On the 
spring training trip the players had 
no end of fun with Knowlton—he 
was a perfect scream. In one of the 
hotels in which the team was stay- 
ing, on the floor of the parlor were 
beautifully designed cuspidors, which 
looked like huge vases. 

Charlie (Pretzel) Getzien, the star 
pitcher and star kidder of the team, 
remarked to Knowlton about the 
vases and said the floor was no 
place for vases and they should be 
placed on the table and mantel, 
where they belonged. Knowlton re- 
marked that he thought so, too, and, 
taking out his handkerchief, began 
wiping them off and placing one in 
the center of each table and a nice 
row on the mantel. Getzien slipped 
out and put the gang wise. 

When the boys strolled into the 
parlor there was Knowlton busy 
with -the garboons and had them 
nicely arranged. “There!” he. ex- 
claimed. proudly. “If them folks 
about here don't know where flower 
vases belong, by Heck! I'll have to 
show ’em.”

Grady hospital.” 


Johnston Approves Plan. 


“Should the city accept the offer 
from Emory university,” said Super- 
intendent Johnston, “it would be 
the- biggest thing that has ever hap- 
pened to Grady hospital.” He then 
explained the great advantages that 
would come through the addition of 
the fine buildings, furnishing a sep- 
arate hospital for the colered peo- 
ple, and leaving the present insti- 
tution exelusively for white pa- 
tients. 

“The addition of the Emory build- 
ings to the present hospital plant,” 
said Mr. Johnston, “would help us 
greatly toward making the ‘Greater 
Grady’ dreams cqme true. It would 
also almost double our capacity, 
which is now about 185 patients a 
day, both colored and white.” 

The superintendent pointed out 
that the present hosnital building 
could be connected up with the 
proposed plant across the street by 
an underground passage, through 
which wires, piping and communica- 
tion between the two buildings 
could be maintained. He said that 
the large heating plant now being 
finished, the big laundry in course 
of construction and the modern new 
kitchen that will soon be ready 
would be able to furnish both the 
white and colored wards with heat. 
clean linens and food. 

In the present kitchen, which is 
lamentably inadequate, the super- 
intendent declared, 1,100 meals are 
being prepared each day, and he 
further stated that, with the new 
cooking rooms, many more meals 
can be turned out.

Mr. Capper, who also 
conferred with Mr. Lodge, said there 
could be no compromise based upon 
modification of the Lodge reserva- 
tions relating to Article X and the 
voting strength of the British em- 
pire in the assembly of the league 
of nations, Mr. Hitchcock stated 
emphatically that there could be 
no compromise unless the repub- 
licans agreed to a modification of 
those reservations. 

Mr. Hitchceck was quite positive 
that Mr. Lodge is cherishing a false 
hope if the republican leader be- 
lieves the democrats will revolt 
against President Wilson and ac- 
cept the Lodge program in princi- 
ple, with a few minor changes in 
phraseology. Republican senators 
think a “tip” to go ahead would 
lead to their acceptance of the 
Lodge program and immediate rati- 
fication of the treaty. 

Mr. Hitcheock argued that it Is 
the republicans not the democrats 
who are split on the question of 
the treaty, but the republicans con- 
tended that the democrats would 
accept the Lodge program except 
for the president's “orders.” 

A novel suggestion for further 
repudiation of the one famous prin- 
ciple “open covenants of peace open- 
ly arrived at,” came from both 
democratic and republican quarters. 
Senators of both partédes declared 
that if the newspapers were to 
cease printing .the views of sena- 
tors on the treaty and permitted 
conferees from the two factions to 
“sit down quietly and unmolested,” 
a compromise would be worked out 
in short order. They stated that 
one of the objéctions to a commit- 
tee on conciliation as urged by Sen- 
ator Underwood, of Alabama, is that 
it would be possible to reach an 
agreement if every move were re- 
ported in the newspapers. 

It thus hapvens that the criticism 
directed against President Wilsen 
because he sacrificed the “open cov- 
enant openly arrived at” and en- 
tered secret sessions at Paris, has 
come home to roost in the senate, 
wheer his concession on that point 
was attacked most bitterly. Sen- 
ators have found that treaty-mak- 
ing with the world looking on, dis- 
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cussing and criticising each step, 
is not such an easy task after all..

Wall stret was greatly interested in the announcement that the 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. had completed plans for going into the im- 
port and export business on an extensive scale. This announcement, 
however, is not surprising. To all close observers it has been more 
and more apparent that if this country is to stay in the race for for- 
—_ trade, machinery had to be created-to handle such business in a 

ig way. 


In Favorable Position. 

The Morgan firm is in a very favorable position to go into this 
business by simply using the machinery that was built up by E. R. 
Stettinius, in buying war supplies here for England, France and their 
allies before we became involved in the European struggle. As a part- 
ner of the Morgan firm handling this line, Mr. Stettinius transacted 
business running into the billions. He is going to be chairman of the 
new company. Grayson M. P. Murphy, who was active with Henny P. 
Davison in Red Cross work, is going to resign from the vice presidency 
of the Guaranty Trust to become president of the new foreign com- 
merce +vorporation.

Financial Fable Amuses. 

A financial table such as ‘that printed by a New York newspaper 
on New Year’s day to the effect that the administration had pledged 
itself to lend $13,000,000,000 to England is merely laughed at in finan- 
cial circles.

The natural answer to the statement is, of course, where would 
the government get the money?
